(4) Acting as a focal point within the bureau for the Office of the Under 
Secretary for Public Diplomacy and Public Affairs (R) and its constituent 
bureaus and activities: Education and Cultural Affairs (ECA); Public Affairs 
(PA); International Information Programs (IIP) and the Center for Strategic 
Counterterrorism Cooperation (CSCC); and 

(5) NEA's Countering Violent Extremism (CVE) strategy, programs, and policy.
